We are informed by a man, who 
has had large opportunity to visit 
various counties of this part of the 
state, that he believes that Crawford 
County has made a great mistake in 
dismissing. her County Agent.

VOTE “YES” ON SOLDIER BONUS. 
(Reprinted from The Detroit News 
March 23, 1921.) 


Michigan’s former service men are 
not seeking to commercialize their 
patriotism in asking a state bonus. 
They believe it is due them, senti- 
ment aside, as a matter of financial 
compensation, according to Lyle D. 
Tabor, department adjutant of the 
American Legion for Michigan. 

“An analysis of 220,000 Detroit 
workingmen’s bank accounts has 
shown us,” he said, “that during 
eight months of the war period the 
average Workingman’s savings were 
$421. These men stayed at home and 
reaped the benefit of high wages. 
Service men took war’s hardships 
on when they were discharged got 
60." 

Saw Easy Street Ahead. 

“The longer action is delayed,” he 
continued, “the more insistent is the 
demand that something concrete be 
done. When the Armistice was sign- 
ed, the boys didn’t care so much. 
Many, of them said, ‘Well, we can 
get a job and soon we'll be on Easy 
street... Now many of them haven’t 
had jobs for months—and they need 
the money. : 

“First we wege told the country 
cculdn’t afford a bonus; then we were 
told to wait till the disabled men had 
been cared for. That was all right 
with us, because the Legion’s policy 
always has been that first considera- 
tion should be for the disabled. But 
while Michigan’s former service tu- 
Lercular patients continue to receive 
treatment on poor farms, we continue 
to wait.” 

“The Senate Finance Committee 
has indorsed the justice of our claims. 
In its report the committee said: 

““The general assumption that the 
enactment of this bill into law will 
immediately load upon the backs of 
an already excessively tax-burdened 
}blic an immense sum of money is 
not warranted. 

Can Country Do Less? 

“Leaving out of the equation ev- 
ery vestige of sentiment, every ele- 
ment of gratitude and applying only 
ihe rigid rule of mathematical cal- 
culation, we gan not deny that by al- 
lowing the man who fought for his 
country, who placed his life in pawn 
for his country, the increase in com- 
pensation provided by this bill, we 
are still giving him for his service, 


with all its risks and hardships. aj 


compensation much helow that which 
the common laborer in the United 
States received during his absence. 
Can a grateful country do Jess than 
this? 

“The American appreciation for 
heroic service will not die with this 
Congress nor with the ensuirfe scores 
of years. Though often forced to de- 
lay, the American people have never 
failed ultimately to do full justice to 
the men who. fought their battles. 

“Twelves states have passed bonus 
bills in which a cash payment is 
granted. In nearly every case, the 
measure was carried by votes of 3 
to 1. Forty-four states have passed 
some sort of legislation beneficial -o 
the former service man. In New 
York state a referendum on a $45,- 
409,000 bond issue carried by more 
than half a million votes.”

FOURTH-CLASS POSTMASTER 
EXAMINATION, 


The United States Civil Service 
Commission has announced an exam- 
ination to be held at Grayling, Mich.

Cardinals Grave to Be Closes to} 


Where He Was Baptized and 
- Consecrated As Priest. 


Baltimore, Md.—James, Oardinal 
Gibbons, archbishop of Baltimore and 
senior prelate of the Roman Catholic 
church in the United States, died at 
11:83 o’olock Thursday of last week, 
passing away 80 quietly that even his 


nurse could not be sure that {t waa, 


the end. Cardinal Gibbons was strick- 
en several weeke ago and the worse 
was feared at that time, but his condl- 
tion changed for the better and great 
hopes had been entertained for his 
complete recovery. 

Arrangements for the funeral have 
been made for Thursday of this week. 
At the funeral will gather the greatest 
company of churchmen ever assemb- 
led in the United States. The funeral 
procession will include the cardinals, 
erchbishops, bishops and apostolic 
delegates, and virtually all the prieats 
in the diocese of Maryland. Arch- 
bishop Glennon of the St. Louls dio- 
cese will preach the sermon. 

Hib grave will be in the niche in 
the crypt under the high altar of tha 
cathedral. Above his vault, behind 
whose south wall lie the six arch- 
bishops of Maryland who have pre- 
ceded him, ia the santuary of the 
eathedral to which the cardinal's par- 
ent’s brought bim as a baby to be 
baptized, where he was consecrated a 
bishop, where he was later consecrat- 
ed an archbishop, and where on June 
30, 1886. he was invested with the 
robes of the cardinalate.
